VWHEREAS, The Illinois Departnment of Public Aid (IDPA) has
entered into a contract to create a Preferred Drug List in
the Medicaid programto entice pharmaceutical manufacturers

into providing supplenental rebates to the program and

VWHEREAS, The establishnment of a Medicaid Preferred Drug
List will necessitate a vast expansion in prior authorization
of prescription drugs, which inherently limts access of

Medi caid patients to certain prescription nedications; and

WHEREAS, The creation of an Illinois Medicaid Preferred
Drug List could radically alter the clinical integrity of
formularies and the treatnment reginens of Illinois' Medicaid
patients and |lead to unintended and costly consequences such
as inferior healthcare, increased hospi tal i zations and
energency care, increased adm ssions into |ong-termcare, and

unnecessary patient suffering and potentially death; and

WHEREAS, It could be especially risky to interfere with

t he t reat ment regi nens of particul arly vul nerabl e
popul ations, including, but not I|imted to, patients with
H V/ Al DS, cancer, or nental illness, children, nursing hone
resi dents, and persons wth other conplex and serious

di seases; and

WHEREAS, | DPA has noved forward on the creation of a
Preferred Drug List wthout notice to or advice fromthe
I1'linois General Assenbly and wi thout input fromthe patient

advocate community; therefore, be it

the purpose of overseeing the inplenentation of |IDPA s

RESOLVED, That the Senate Public Aid Preferred Drug List
Oversight Commttee may do the foll ow ng:

(1) Hold public hearings to receive and consider
input from key stakeholders such as physicians, the
pati ent advocacy comunity, and other interested parties.

(2) Solicit data from IDPA and request nonthly
reports from I DPA on the inplenentation, health outcones,
and net cost inplications of the Medicaid Preferred Drug
List, including the cost of any consulting or contractor
fees to inplenment the Preferred Drug List, the cost to
conduct prior aut hori zati on, and costs to other
heal t hcare services paid for by 1DPA, such as energency
care, hospitalization, and | ong-term care.

(3) Mke recomendations to |IDPA regarding the
clinical integrity of drug fornularies, patient care, and
particular therapeutic classes of drugs that should be

exenpted fromthe Preferred Drug List; and be it further

RESOLVED, That the Senate Public Aid Preferred Drug List
Advisory Conmttee shall conplete its work by Decenber 31
